The growth of her eyelids has 
not yet caught up with that of 
her eyeballs and she will out­ 
grow it. 
If a toxic goiter is present the 
eyes

night and. if this is the case, 
the child will need medical at­ 
tention. In most children who 
sleep with their eyes partially 
open the eyeballs roll upward 
so that only the whites are vis­ 
ible, hut if any of the iris is 
exposed 
an 
ointment 
or eye 
drops should he prescribed for 
use at bedtime. 
Q — In your column 
aliouf 
agammaglobulinemia you stated 
that it may be tran.smittod by 
the mother hut is seen onlv in 
boys.

A — In agammaglobulinemia, 
which occurs only in boys, there 
is a complete absence ot gam­

sence. If they get frequent in­ 
fections, 
injections of gamma 


globulin are given for a short 
time. By the lime these girls 
are ready for school their gam­ 
ma globulin prixiuction is usu­ 
ally normal. 
Q — Our 3-year-old son can 
lift neither his head nor his 
limbs. His speech 
and 
intelli­ 
gence are normal for his age. 
Our doctor says he has amyo­ 
tonia congenita. What causes it 
and what is the treatment'’ 
A — vSinee your son's disease 
is inherited as a recessive (as 
opposed to dominant) 
charac­ 
teristic. the determinant genes 
must have been present in both 
you and your husband. Unfor­ 
tunately there is no treatment 
for this 
disease and 
far too 
many 
frantic 
parents 
spend 
flieir life savings dashing from 
clinic to clinic in search of r 
cun'. This leads to disappoint­ 
ment and bankruptcy. 
Most children who have this 
disease die in their first year. 
Those who survive hevond one 
vear usually 
show 
some 
im­ 
provement 
hut 
nevf'r achieve 
much muscular strength. 
Q — My 8-\('ar-old daughter 
has a double-jointed knee and 
falls a lot. What can he done 
for her’.' 
A — She should wear a hiace. 
If for any reason this is 
not 
feasible slie will have to have 
an operation to fuse her knee 
joint so that it will not bend 
at all.
